CLOUDY DAYS FINE FOR MANY PICTURES 

Don't be taken In by the old 
adage that good photographs can 
be made only on a bright sunny 
day. That was true years ngo when 
films were very slow and time ex- 
posures were necessary for all pic- 
tures, but no longer. 

Modern films and faster lenses 
make It easy to take pleasing pic- 
lures In almost any light conditions. 
And many types of pictures are 
actually better made without too 
bright sunshine. A cloudy, dull day 
is ideal for outdoor portraits for 
there is no glare to make your sub- 
ject squint ' an'd contort his face. 
Also, there is no problem of balanc- 
ing extreme contrasts between sun- 
shine and shadows. 

Many scenic pictures and "mood 
shots" are more dramatic when 
shot without benefit of sunlight. In 
pictures where detail is important, 
the absence of dark shadows is 
often an advantage on cloudy days. 

Many photographers are begin- 
ning to realize that lovely eolor 



pictures can also be made on sun- 
less days. Here, the slower emul- 
sions make long exposures neces- 
sary, but unless' the sky is black 
with overcast, some beautiful effects 
can be obtained at exposures of 
1/10 to 1/26 second at f/3.5. 

It you are traveling and can't 
wait for perfect days to shoot in- 
teresting scenes, don't hesitate a 
moment to try pictures In any 
weather. Even in the rain many 
prized effects are possible if you 
put your imagination to work. Pud- 
dles and wet streets offer wonder- 
ful reflective surfaces in which you 
will find many an interesting shot. 
Just make sure to keep your camera 
dry and give it a good toweling to 
remove dampness when you are fin- 
ished shooting. 

Next time a cloudy or rainy day 
has you bored, try a few experi- 
mental pictures of anything thai 
loolts interesting to you. You will 
probably be surprised and delighted 
with the results.

Know Your 
State 

Every year millions of visitors 
are attracted to Pennsylvania by 
the fame of our State's rolling hills 
and sparkling waterfalls, its deep 
glens, and its 15 million acres of 
forest. 

In two sections of our State, 
which were covered by glacial ice 
in remote ages, may be found hun- 
dreds of small lakes ieal for sum- 
mer water sports. Along the ridge 
of uor Eastern mountains runs the 
long scenic pathway, known as the 
Appalachian trail, which extends 
from Maine to Georgia. In few 
places along its long track is it 
more attractive for a summer 
walking trip than in its slant 
down along the Blue Ridge into 
Maryland through Pennsylvania. 

The nineteen State Parks of our 
Commonwealth provide many 
thousands of acres maintained and 
developed for the pleasure of our 
people. Among these parks one 
of the most interesting is the 
famous Wild Flower Preserve at 
Bowman's Hill in Bucks County, 
close to the spot where George 
Washington crossed the Delaware 
before the Battle of Trenton. 

Five thousands seven hunderd 
miles of trout streams and three 
thousand eight hunderd miles of 
Iwarm water fish streams, stocked 
ieach season by the Pennsylvania 
Fish Commission, wind through the 
wooded areas of the state. Pennsyl- 
vania wild life is protected by 
limited hunting seasons so that 
there are few expeditions into our 
hills that, are not rewarded by the 
sight of deer, ring-necked pheas- 
ants, wild turkeys, or the numer- 
ous smaller woodfolk whose pres- 
ence in Pennsylvania after so many 
years of civilization and industry is 
a tribute to the unceasing efforts 
for their conservation by the Statr 
Game Commission and the State's 
sportsmen's club. 

The shores of Lake Erie in the 
Northwest provide all the pleasure 
of surf-bathing in the bracing 
fresh water of the Great Lakes. In 
the rugged wildness of the high 
plateau of Somerset County are 
large sections where the outdoor en- 
thusiast may well imagine himself 
a month's journey from civiliz- 
ation. But, it is along the 40 
thousands miles of state highways 
that most of us will take our sum 
mer trips into the woodlands of 
Pennsylvania. If we do so, the State
